Belle Glade and 
South Bay ready 


With qualifying periods over in 
both Belle Glade and South Bay, 
local politicians began to shift their 
campaigns into high gear for the 
elections which will be held Sept. 7 
in South Bay and Sept. 14 in Belle 
Glade. 

With only hours before the 
qualifying deadline, a total of six 
candidates had put down their 
names to run for the two available 
city commission seats in the Belle 
Glade election. Both seats are 
at-large and candidates can live 
anywhere in the city. 

Incumbent Thomas Altman was 
the first to qualify for either race. 
His only opponent at press time was 
E. R. "Skipper" Bowles, a political 
newcomer who will attempt to 
insure Altman's run of successful 
elections is snapped at one. 

In Group Two, Incumbent 
Commissioner Ralph Kirk will 
attempt to regain his seat for his 
fourth two-year: term. He is 
opposed by Jerry Roberts, who was 
defeated by Kirk in a controversial 
election two years ago, Belle Glade 
contractor Roe Steele and David 
Day, a security supervisor for 
Osceola Sugar Co. 

Seven candidates are competing 
for three at-large seats in the South 
Bay City election.

Dateline History 


by Jerome Turk & Wm. D. Ellis 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21, 1776-The mightiest 
army ever seen in North America i is poised to smash 
at this city. 

More than 20,000 red-coated British regulars & 
9,000 blue-coated Hessians under command of Sir 
William Howe are expected to hit either the city or 
Long Island at any moment. They will move from 
their base at Staten Island, protected by the 350 
British ships in New York Harbour. The scene is 
literally a sea of ships & masts. 

“It looks like all London afloat,” commented one 
tense American soldier of the total 20,000 
Continentals & militia at Сеп! Washington's 
disposal. 

“For about six or eight days, the enemy have 
been expected hourly," reports a tall, well-muscled 
young officer, Captain Nathan Hale, 21, of 
Coventry, Conn. 

"We keep a particular lookout for th this 
morning," said Hale, who serves with a picked 
regiment of Connecticut Rangers called “Congress's 
Own." Hale said that yesterday, too. But the wind 
& tide have not yet been favorable for the British 
landing. 

Perhaps tomorrow the blow will fall. 

Exactly where the attack will come along 15 
miles of American lines is the perplexing problem 
for the commander-in-chief, headquartered at 
Abraham Mortier's house in Lispenard’s meadows. 

Gen'| Washington has split his forces, with 
about half of the troops in fortified positions on 
rocky Brooklyn Heights between Gowanus Creek & 
Wallabout Bay. The other half remain on 
Manhattan Island. And the situation may be 
perilous since the British easily command the 
navigable wáterways.

“This month we expect 
to directly contact those 
persons who did not respond 
or who provided us with
